Members of the Merchants’ Exchange are 
awaiting with interest the report of the 
grain committee, which Monday afternoon 
inspected a quantity of July contract corn 
in East St. Louis elevators. 

The investigation by the committee, of 
which H. J. Brinson is chairman, :ollowed 
a complaint by Thomas Akin, one of rhe 
most prominent brokers on ‘Change, that 
corn shipped from Chicago to East St. 
Louis as No. 2 July corn was not up to the 
St. Louls standard of No. 2 July corn, 


Corn Said to 
Be “‘Doctored.”’ 

He charged that the corn, which was 
about to be delivered to St. Louls pur- 
chasers as No. 2 July corn, was in reality 
July corn mixed with an inferior quality of 
old corn. 

Mr. Akin is the broker for D. E. Coon, 
purchaser of a quantity of corn. Thomas 
J Cleage is also the purchaser of a large 
amount of corn, in which the same condi- 
tion is alleged to exist.. He bought, through 
Cc. F. Orthwein & Sons. Cleage recently re- 
celved a shipment of 30,000 bushels. 

Interest in the report of the committee 
is particularly acute by reason of the fact 
that July corn in Chicago has now touched 
the abnormally high mark of 8c, while in 
St. Louls its maximum point has been 
6%c. 

If real July corn, therefore, were deliv- 
ered in St. Louls at present it could be at 
once reshipped to Chicago by the recipients 
and sold at a handsome profit. 

Gossip on the floor of the Exchange cred- 
ited Harris, Gates & C., who have the Chi- 
cago corn market cornered, with shipping 
the corn to B8t. Louis. 

Gossip further had it that Harris, Gates 
& Co., in which John W. Gateg is supposed 
to be a silent partner, were short over 
1,000,000 bushels in St. Louis and. had com- 
menced filling their contracts. 

Mr. Cleage was credited with being the 
St. Loulsan to whom they owed most of the 
corn. 

Mr. Cleage, however, says that such is 
not the case. 

“Harris, Gates & Co. are not short to 
me,’’ he said Tuesday: “I don’t think they 
are short to anybody. The corn I got didn't 
come from Harris, Gates & Co. at all. It 
came from a concern in St. Joseph, Mo. 

St. Joseph Firm 
Short in 8t. Louis. 

“This concern is short on July corn in 
St. Louls. It is short 100,000 bushels, maybe 
much more. It sent a St. Louis broker 
out to buy July corn for it recently. He 
bought in Kansas City and then went to 
Chicago. I think he bought some July corn 
from Harris, Gates & Co. He shipped it 
down here with the Intention of creating 
the impression, possibly, that Harris, Gates 
& Co. were doing it. But they are not. I 
know that Harris, Gates & Co. have told 
St. Louis clients that they are not short 
on July corn in the St. Louls market.”’ 

.i don't think Harris, Gates & Co are 
slert July cern in this market,’’ said Mr. 
Akin. “I think the St. Joseph concern is, 
however. But I am not Interested in that 
as much as I am in the fact that some- 
body is trying to sneak an inferior grade 
of corn [nto this market under the pre- 
tenge that it is No. 2 July corn, and I am 
going to have it stopped if I can.’’

WILKBESBARRE, Pa., July 8—The Na- 
tional Civic Federation, which tried so hard 
to prevent the anthracite coal miners’ 
strike, has not exhausted all its means in 
an effort to bring about peace in the an- 
thracite coal flelds. 

The investigation which was started scon 
after the miners laid dewn their picks is 
still in progress, and it is understood that 
the federal government, through the de 
partment of labor, is assisting in this work. 

A few weeks ago Walter E. Wey!, a rep- 
resentative of the department of labor at 
Washington, and Prof. John R. Commons 
of the, Civic Federation, made a tour of 
the anthracite coal regions in quest of in- 
formation. 

They pald particular attention to the 
questions of the cost of labor for mining 
coal, the selling price of coal, and also as 
to whéther the increase of wages of the 
mine workers has Kept pace with the in- 
creased price of the necessities of life. 

These men interviewed all persons who 
are familiar with conditions in the coai 
region. Their work was done quietly. 

While in Wilkesbarre Prof. Commons 
held a tong conference with President 
Mitchell, during which he was shown a 
copy of Mr. Mitchell's statement replying 
to the letters of the coal operators,

He 
sold them because he considered it a use- 
less expense to keep them, although thy 
were one of the old man’s hobbies. 

Not even Marcellus Hartley's fairly inti- 
mate friends in the many business enter- 

rises with which he was connected be- 
lieved that hé was worth a tenth part of 
the momey and securities that his will 
showed he possessed. Among the pall- 
bearers at his funeral were Andrew Carne- 
gie and Chauncey M. Depew. It is said 
that Mr. Depew remarked, at the time, 
that the contents of the will were likely to 
prove a surprise, but not much attention 
was paid to it at the time. 

To, the great majority of persons who 
knew anything about Mr. Hartley in New 
York he was the proprietor of a large and 
opular sporting goods store in ower 

roadway, not far from Chambers street. 

It was as well known as any place of its 
kind in the country. Very few persons 
knew that Mr. Hartley took any personal 
interest whatevesg in industrial enterprises. 

Nevertheless he was president of thé In- 
ternational Banking Co., which was formed 
to handle the Chinese indemnity for the 
United States; a director in the Reming- 
ton Arms, the United Metallic and Cart- 
ridge Co., the Bridgeport Gun Hnplement 
Co. and the M. Hartley Co. He was also 
vice president ef the Western Nationa! 
Bank, @ director in the German-American 
and the Lincoln National banks, in the 
Manhattan lway, the Mercantile Trust, 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, be- 
sides several other important institutions. 
Piverything he had. with the exception of 
a small bequest to Mrs. George W. Jen- 
kins of Morristown, N. Y., went to his

A FERN THAT WALKS. 


Most ferns are confirmed travelers. New 
fern leaves grow out from the underground 
roots some distance away from the oki 
plant. The average observer scarcely no- 
tices this,. but there is a native fern that 
steps off at so lively a pace that its odd 
habit has long furnished one of the un- 
ceasing entertainments of the woods. The 
walking fern often carpets ledges and tops 
of shaded rocks.

In time, 
clusters of new leaf fronds spring from 
such rooted tips.

Natur- 
ally, with the lapse of time, the connection 
between the older tuffs and the younger 
becomes broken, yet one sometimes finds 
series cf three or four linked together, rep- 
resenting as many steps in the pretty ram 
ble.— Country Life In America.

CLAIMS DATE AWAY BACK 


CANNOT BE SUED AND THERE- 
FORE POSTPONES PAYMENT. 


These Obligations Do Not Appear in 


the Public Treasury Exhibits, but 
There Are Many of Them Just 
as Valid as Any Debt. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 8—The public by 
menas of the monthly statements of the 
seoretary of the treasury is kept pretty 
well informed as to the amount of money 
the government owes in the form of bonds 
and other negotiable obligations, but in 
these statements no note is ever made of 
the very considerable sums, footing uo into 
the millions, thateare due to private in- 


dividuals. There are no evidences of thiz 
indebtedneag other than that contained wom 
the pages of ledgers thet are inaccessible 
except to the favored few. Many of these 
debts date back to the foundation of the 
government. The United States are an elu- 
sive debtor and it has often been said that 
if the government were an individual and 
conducted its business gs it does ase a gov- 
ernment it would soon get into the peniten- 
tiary. Claims against the government are 
proverbially hard to collect. The Unite 
States cannot be sued under the ordinary 
forms of law for the collection of an ac- 
count ainst it and the machinery for 
such collection 
nels is so complicated that vexatious delays 
are inevitable. 
The number of claimants who have ac- 
counts against the Unitec States and who 
are seeking relief through legislation and 
who have bills before the 
Congress exceed those of any prior Con- 
gress since the close of the civil war. A! 
though the session nes but fairly com- 
menced over 1100 bills have been presented 
in the Senate and yg tee to the com- 
mittee on claifms for dction. An equally 
large number, most of them, of course, be- 
ing duplicates of the Senate bills, have been 
intreduced in the House. These bills em- 
body the claims of several thousand in- 
dividuals, the claims of nearly every state

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RUINED BY BOY 


Apprentice Out Yosemite 


Canvas to Shreds, 


PICTURE WAS WORTH $5000. 


THOMAS HILL, THE PAINTER, 
STUNNED BY ACCIDENT. 


Artist Has Suffered a Paralytic Stroke 
and May Not be Able to Replace 
Destroyed Masterpiece. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FAANCISCO, July 8.—Thomas Hill, 
one of California's most noted landscape 
painters, now at his studio in Wawona, is 
stunned by the report which has just 
reached him of the almost hopeless muti- 
lation of his great canvases of the Yosem- 
ite Valley. All he knows up to date is that 
a boy with a saw and a desire to make a 
packing box for a small picture managed 
to cut eight holes in a straight line across 
his picture, which would have taken $5000 
to purchase. 

Word of this Inexcusable and untoward 
accident reach Hill from the Rabjohn-Ken- 
nedy Art Co., the employer of the boy, and 
the oustodian of the picture. He has as 
yet taken no action in the matter. 

The story is this. Hill sent this notable 

ainting to Buffalo for the Pan-American 

xposition, where it attracted the greatest 
admiration. At the close of the exhibition 
Hill ordered the canvas taken from the 
stretcher, rolled and sent to thesRabjohn- 
Kennedy Co. It was well boxed, distinctl 
marked and duly delivered. biohn 
Kennedy, awaiting orders from .Hifll, sent 
the pein sng to thelr workroom and store- 
house, 5138 Market street. 


Boy Wanted to 
Improve Work. 

Several days ago Foreman:Olgen told the 
delivery boy, James Lidden, who also does 
chores, to make a box for shipping a small 
painting. To insure having just what he 
wanted Olsen gave the boy the necessary 
wood. When the box was finished the boy 
thought that he could improve on his work, 
as one side of the box was not straight. 

He looxed around for more material, and 


seeing a long box, eight inches deep by 
eight feet long, concluded that half of it 
would make exactly what he need and, 
as it was well jointed, would refiect credit 
upon him. He accordingly proceeded to 
saw itin two. Crash went the saw through 
one side after another, and when the box 
fell in halves the boy discovered that there 
was something inside that he had out as 
effectually as if he had used a pair of 
shears upon it. Thinking that he had hone 
something amiss the unfortunate boy began 
to read the directions on the box and in- 
vestigate the big roll of canvas. When @e 
reported to the foreman he had no idea of 
the enormity of his mistake. He was sat- 
isfied that all was not well, but he had 
no idea that he had cut holes in a $5000 
canvas. 

This dreadful accident is rticularly piti- 
ful in the light of Hill's failing health. He 
has already suffered three strokes of par- 
alysis and it is doubtful if he will be strong 
enough to paint so large a picture again. 
The inting which has come to grief bears 
the date of 1898, and is taken from Artists’ 
Point, moving the whole sweep of the val- 
ley. It was first exhibited outside of the 
Wawona studio at the Bohemian Club ex- 
hibition two years “50. 

The firm feels confident that the painting 
can '« mended without disfiguring it in 
the lgast. The eight cuts, which are about 
four inches long, run horizontally across 
the middle of the painting. If it were not 
for the fact that the stick upon which the 
canvas is rolled is intact one would sup- 
pose that the boy had cut directly through 
the box instead of ae 1 side 
turn. It is a nrystery to the foreman how 
the boy could have thought for a moment 
that the box was empty, because with the 
canvas in it it was more than a load. for 
one man.
